Hort road s'paper and exhibited apecimens 
of Chinese remedies, with notes on Chinese 
medicines, Ho had recently visited the 
hospitala of Hongkong and Canton, and 
a picturesque account of the public 
falls in which tho Chinese physicians as- 
sombled for consultation, their splendour 
being curiously at sutiance with tho bar- 
baroug simplicity of tho hospital applian- 
cvs, Chinese medicine had resisted all the 
inroads of modern science, and waa atill o 
superstition rathor than an art. A great 
English establishment was now the most 
trusted dispensary of Chincsr medicines, 
and it had soores of branches throughout 
the Qelestial Empire, They issued wil- 
tions of popular , Ils, made up according to 
traditions, which wore sold in paraffin cap- 
«ules having a picturesque stamp, which 
attested thuir authenticity and provented 
adulteration, Ono pill was onde up of no 
fowar than fourteon drugs, including tu- 
basia (a salicious compound from tho bam- 
bvo), nuttle, cinnabar, tincture of acurpion, 
gold foil, grasabopper, sed penrls, anuber, 
cow dezoar, mint, de. Amputations vere 
still performed by tying a string round the 
limb and allowing it to slough off, a pro- 
cose occupying from eight to nine months. 
Professor Cantlio, formerly of Charing 
Cross Hospital, wag now establishing by 
voluntary effort a school of medicine in 
Hongkong, in which the Chinese might be 
ioatructed thoroughly in Buropean me 
thods of medicine mud surgery.

It is also in China 
that the dragon reaches ita highest pinnacle 
as an object of reverence, for not only is it 
emblazoned on imperial standards and 
figured in: almost every prominent position 
as a docoration, but it is merkedly an ob- 
ject of propitiation, and festivals are held 
io ita honour, Yet its connection with the 
root-idens of the Hindus is never lost, for 
it isn monster of mists and waters, and is 
painted issuing from clouds. Ling Wong, 
the dragon-king, has in bia keeping the 
fountaina of the devps, and from him aro 
the rains derived. There is ovidence also 
of human sacrifice to the monster, for 
Hioven-Thsang (the Chinese Buddhist 
pilgrim to Tudin, seventh century A.D.) Tes 
Jates how that ono Wat-Yuen, on the 
failure of a river, immolsted ima i 
propitiation of ita dragon ; and, at the 
dragon-beat-fostivals, it is now believed 
that. the bosts intimidate the monster, 
Such ideas ware probably carried to China 
and Japan with Buddhism (and perhaps 
thero ongrafted on national myths), for 
Buddha himaclt was a dragoneleyer, ond 
there ig much in Hiouen-Thsang throwing 
light upon the subject. Tt ia pussible very 
clearly to trace the dragon of Japan as o 
dreauire of marsh aud siime, to which pro- 
pitintion wea made ; and itmay be of inter. 
ust to mention that a fairy story is now 
baing sold in Tokio, entitled ‘Yamata no 
Orvehi,’ in which an eight-headed monster 
is appeased, much a8 in the chivalric myth, 
oy e aatrifice of maidens.

Ua July 
29th at one bell at night the first, mate sant 
the duoeased aloft to make ‘feet thé 
stayeall, Not being able ta do it, 
tha frat mate oalled him down and 
thrashed him with @ rope's ond, The 
Swedo told the port watoh that he was 
goiog to jump overboard. Idid not sve 
him gooverboard, I have seen the second 
mate hit the deceased on soveral oocasions.

Ho was not a good sailor; it was his Rrat 
voyage. 

Groas-examined Deceased was a black- 
amith by trade.

go, and theugh at the time the streuts were 
clear and the bodies were guarded by tho 
mon of tho Tung Ping-sze, up to the 
infamy of the Ma Ko-tzo, who, when the 
Indies had taken refuge on his premises, 
had them drivon out and exposed to the 
fury of the mob.
